LOCAL EVENTS. 


The Boaid of Trade and 
Chamber of Commerce. 


TALK ABOUT THE COUHTY TAKE- 


O ther iE te re stia s: i t e n s G athered 
Abonfc th e 8 tre e ts T e ster- 
clay—The C h arity B all. 


A joint meeting ol the Cham ber of 
Commerce and the Board of Trade tx>k 
place yesterday afternoon at the roome 
of the latter organisation. The meeting 
was called for the pnrpoee of confering 
with the Board of Sapervisora and the 
Connty Assessor to learn what can be 
done toward the better equalization of 
the taxes which are assessed in this sec­ 
tion of the State. 
About twenty-five 
citizens were present. 
Major E . W. 
Jones, of the Cham ber of Commerce, 
presided, and Mr. M. R. Higgins, of the 
same organization, served as secretary. 
Mr. Germain stated the object of the 
meeting. H e said th at for the last two 
years taxes had been altogether too high, 
and a quantity of money had been eem 
North which ought to have rem ained in 
the county. Secretary Wood, of the 
Board, read the mtnutes of the meeting 
of February 12th, a t which the Hon 
John T. Gaffey addressed the member* 
on the subject of the injustice of the 
present rates of taxation. 
He said that 
all the influence possible should be 
brought to bear on the Assessor to 
have him pnt assessm ents at real values 
instead of speculative ones. 
Mejor G. H . Bocebrake was called 
upon to state his views. 
He thought 
that the matter lay entirely in the power 
of the Assessor. 
“ The county,” said he, 
pays about two millions of dollars an­ 
nually into the State fnnd, from which 
we receive no benefit except for onr 
schools and the expenses of State gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The old regime here, in the 
days of speculation, was a very expen­ 
sive one. 
We ought to have our money 
paid out when it will help ns in tn e de­ 
velopment of the section. We pay oat 
more per capita here to the State govern­ 
ment than is the case in any other State 
in the Union. 
An assessment in the 
city here is m uch larger than in San 
Francisco. 
I believe th at the valuation 
was intended to be on the basis of what 
it would bring, but the trouble was that 
at time we had too large an idea of 
things, and were willing to give too much 
for property. 
What we want to consider 
is the question of w hat th e properly will 
produce. 
We ought to save $150,000, 
which now goes to the State.” 
Golonel R. S. Baker said that he did 
not believe t at the people could afford 
to pay tho taxea which were placed 
upon them , and wished, with the other*, 
to enter his protest. 
Ex-Mayor Workman was called npon 
and said th at the condition of the or­ 
chards and vineyards was su ch &* to make 
it plain that the value of the production 
of the lands was much less than former­ 
ly. The money which was sent up to 
Sacromento, if used here, m ight h<*ve 
brought about a number of valuable im ­ 
provements. 
Mr. John Fischer, the City Assessor, 
said that the assessment in the coanry 
had been rather higb. Land ongbt not to 
be assessed at the fall value or at any­ 
thing more than 50 per cent of the market 
value. In San Francisco it was nsnally 
assessed at about 25 per cent. 
Dr. Bryant said he did not understand 
the double assessment system. 
“ Hern 
we are paying 29 or 30 m ills to the*dollar, 
much higher than he bad ever met with 
elsewhere.” 
Mr. 0 . M. Mason, the County AsFessor, 
was called upon. 
He said that it was 
the duty of the State Board of Equalize 
tion to travel the State over and re­ 
arrange any unjust assessment. 
He said 
that he knew only one way to do h's 
duty and abide by bis oath of office, and 
that was to assess on m arket values. 
Any man who was not satisfied with hi* 
assessments could go before the Board of 
Bupervisors. The failure of the vine* 
this year would rpduce the value of much 
of the land thus cultivated. 
As to city 
property he did not believe th at the 
assessment was more than 40 per cent, 
of the appraised values. 
I t might be 
tru e th at other counties were assessed 
very low. but th at was an affair of 
the 
various county assessors. Those 
who 
had 
money 
in 
banks 
were 
assessed at one hundred cents on the 
dollar for that 
money—why 
should 
money invested in realty be made an ex 
ception. The value, which is *et in the 
Assessor's office, is that which the prop­ 
erty would bring at a forced sale. 
Mr 
Mason coucluded by saying that he had 
tried to do his duty conscientiously, and 
that whenever he found himself unable 
to do that he would resign and let the 
people chose a new officer. 
Colonel Dankleberger said th at it wa« 
no u^e to appeal to tho Board of Eq ializ 
ation, for ail they did when any mau 
complained was to compare his assess­ 
ment with th at of his noighbor. 
Tue ohairtnan, Mujor Jones, thonght 
th at the Assessor snould consider the 
possibility of a sudden and serious de­ 
pression of values. A run on the bank** 
► mi anything ia the w»y of a crisis would 
have suddenly reduced the value of land 
to one-half. 
This waH always a possi de 
contingency. 8uch criseeoccur through­ 
out the country at intervals. This should 
always be taken into consideration. 
Col. Dunludberger called attention to 
the unsalable condition of values here. 
It is not as it would be in old Eastern 
cities or in the fanning counties of the 
Middle States. 
Prof. Guinn said that the great prob­ 
lem which offered itself to th e assessor 
was to know w hat value to p at on prop­ 
erty. 
W hat was the basis to be? Borne 
way most be used which would not in­ 
volve the poesibility of fluctuation. He 
referred to the Mortgage tax as the 
greatest injustice under which the people 
are now suffering. 
He gave several in­ 
stances of the injustice of the Mortgage 
tax. 
Mr. Mason, in answer to a question of 
H. 0 . Wif.mer, made a few more re­ 
marks, instancing the caseB of a number 
of pieces of property which were assessed 
for less than half their m arket value 
He claimed that he had anticipated the 
hard times, and had tried to make con­ 
servative estimates. Ou outside prop­ 
erty, possibly some reduction could b*- 
made for the next year, but the cit\ 
property, he believed, could not be 
char g?d. 
Mr. Mason then took his 
leave, having shown to those presen' 
very plainly th at but little satisfaction 
was to be bad out of bina. 
A rather acrimonious debate followed 


in which Mr. Mason came in for i____ 
severe handling. I t seemed to be the 
general opinion of those present that the 
iJounty Assessor bad rather more con­ 
science than the occasion demanded. 
The following resolution was th ee 
Da**ed and the meetiog adjourned: 
W hebeab, It is the opinion of the tax ­ 
payers here assembled that our taxes for 
the last two years have been exceaaively 
Jugh and therefore burdensome aod i 
just, therefore. 
Be it resolved, That o u r County Aa 
sor be respectfully requested to 
_ 
the property of the city and county a l a 
valuation to conform to th e sBsossmaiit 
of other counties in this State, th a t is, 
npon its valae of production aod not a s 
speculative value.

A Magnificent Monarch of 
Masonry. 


T B K BBYSON-BONEBEAKE BLOCK. 


A Triumph of the Architect’s and 
Builder’s Shill—The Tenantry 
Told. 


W here the old Spring-street school- 
house stood in deys oi yore, the noble 
Bryson-Bonebrake Block now rears its 
imposing front. That old school had a 
history. It was built in the latter fifties, 
and, until two or three years ago, chil­ 
dren disported under the shade of its 
pepper and locust trees. The city, real­ 
ising that the property had become too 
Taluable for school purposes, being in 
the very heart of the business center ot 
Los Angeles, sold the block, and the old 
brick schoolhouae disappeared, and with 
it all the recollections of childish laugh­ 
ter and glee which had so often echoed 
from the spot. The lot, which comprises 
120 feet on Spring street and 103 feet on 
Second street, was sold for $1,000 per 
front foot to the Messrs. Bryson and L. 
J . Rose. The latter sold his holding to 
Mr. Bryson, who in turn sold one-third 
of his interest to Major George H . Bone- 
brake. 
AN ARCHITECTURAL CH EF D ’ffiUVRE. 
The Messrs. Bryson & Bonebrake pro­ 
ceeded to erect on this fine central site 
an edifice which is certainly not sur­ 
passed in beauty and impressiveness by 
any building west of Chicago. There is 
a novel combination of architectural 
features in the Bryson-Bonebrake block 
which would be called bizarre if it were 
on a scale of less magnitude. I t may be 
generically described as of the Roman­ 
esque order of architecture, which has 
lately become very much the vogue in 
New York, Chicago, Boston and other 
eastern cities. The Romanesque may be 
called a combination of the Moresque 
w ith circular arches, of the French Ke- 
naisance and of the Gothic style, and it 
adm its of very fanciful and delightful 
variations, of which the accomplished 
architect ol this building, Mr. Joseph C. 
Newsom, has availed himself to a high 
standard of excellence. 
As the block now stands it is not sur­ 
passed in elegance and beauty by any 
building in the United States. There is 
no existing block in San 
Francisco 
which compares with it in architectural 
and and scenic attractions and perfection 
of details. 
We are inclined to the opinion that 
this block has the most beautiful and 
im pressive entrance of any building on 
the Pacific Coast. 
The loggia is in the 
finest type of th e Romanesque, with pil­ 
lars of Colton white and black marble 
of markedly interesting type and quality, 
suggesting in its grain rather petrified 
■wood than marble, but highly effective, 
and the material is said to be specially 
durable. A grand stairway of Italian 
m arble leads up to the first floor. 
This 
stairway adds to the dignity of the 
general 
plan of 
the building. The 
elevator is the 
MOST NOTABLE FEATURE 
Of the entrance. 
It is an Otis elevator, 
w ith mahogany cab and is run by hy­ 
draulic pressure. The cab alone cost 
$2,000, and iu beauty and excellence is 
not surpassed in California. 
The marble staircase is supplemented 
by an exquisite marble wainscoting; 
and a tile floor, skillfully laid, augments 
the really artistic features of the best 
built and most attractive business block 
in California. 
The great banking rooms of the State 
Lean and Trust Company are led up to 
by the superb entrance. It is certainly 
without a parallel on the Pacific coast. 
I t will probably be occupied about the 
first of March. The vaults of this cor­ 
poration, which has many of the features 
of the celebrated Safe Deposit Company, 
of 8an Francisco, were made by MacNeal 
& Urban, of Cincinnati, at an expense of 
$23,000. lh e y are unquestionably the 


BEST ON THIS COAST, 
A nd we donbt if they are surpassed in 
solidity, beauty and convenience in the 
United States. They rest on a solid 
foundation of their own, with their mas­ 
sive wall of steel, iron and brick totally 
separate from the rest of the building. 
The walls are altogether thirty-three 
inches thick—two inches of steel, one 
inch of irop and thirty inches of brick. 
The entire building is fi••e-proof, but, 
should it ever be overtaken by a con­ 
flagration, 
it 
might 
crumble 
to 
ashes and the solid mass of incombusti 
ble m aterial would protect all that re­ 
posed within it. 
It consists of two 
apartm ents, one for the ubc of the Safe 
so d Trust Company and the other, which 
contains one thousand three hundred 
boxes of various sizes, to be rented to 
depositors. 
A great m any of these boxes 
have combination locks. 
The doors which lead into these vaults 
are masterpieces of solid workmanship, 
an d are the heaviest ever turned out of 
th e factory where they were made. They 
are in double sets, the outside pair weigh­ 
ing two and one-half tons each, and the 
inside pair one and three-quarter tons 
each. This makes a total of eight and 
one-half tons of solid steel in each set of 
doors. Altogether, in the entire vault, 
there are one hundred tons of steel. The 
doors, we might add, are supplied with 
both combination and timfe locks, m ak­ 
ing them absolutely burglar proof. The 
inside doors have double combination 
locks with detachable bolts, and all of 
tb e latest improvements of the lock­ 
sm ith s 
inventive 
skill 
to 
guard 
against the invasion of burglars. The im­ 
m ense outer doors before referred to have 
attached to them an ingenious device for 
closing them . By this admirable con­ 
trivance a single m an is enabled to open 
and close the massive doors with ease. 
Besides the vaults described, there are 
three large fire-proof sub-vaults under 
th e bank to be used for the storing of 
books, papers, etc. The W ilshire 8; 
and Scale Company, who represent tbe 
MacNeal and Urban Company on the 
Pacific Coast, deserves great credit for 
th eir superb work in the putting up, 
finishing and painting af the vaults. 
T he work, especially that of the decorat­ 
ing. is handsomely and appropriately 
designed, 
end 'rem arkably well ex­ 
ecuted. 
Outside manufacturers claim 
th a t the vaults of the State Loan and 
Trust Company are

safety deposit vaults, and connecting 
with the apartments of the Loan and 
Trust Company are two pleasant rooms, 
which will be handsomely fitted up for 
the convenience of ladies who have busi­ 
ness to transact with the bank, and are 
desirous of writing, or have occasion to 
wait for any purpose.

Outside of the beauty of the Bryson- 
Bonebrake Block, 
the most notable 
characteristics of this great edifice a re : 
(First.) Its solidity. I t is built on a 
solid concrete 
foundation three feet 
th ick ; 
all 
its 
walls 
are run 
op 
to 
the 
roof, 
and 
they 
are 
of 
the 
most 
durable 
and 
sub­ 
stantial description. 
Second, the in­ 
terior arrangements have been happily- 
combined to insure light and ventilation, 
as well as to the utm ost convenience to 
the inm ates. The court skylights and 
well lights are abundant to an unusual 
degree. Especially this is true of the 
grand court, which is sixty feet square. 
A flood of light pours down this mighty 
well, and the corridors and halls are as 
if in the open day. while at night a pow­ 
erful electric light throws its gleaming 
rays into the rem otest corner of the 
great interior. It is the lungs of the 
great building, affording the purest air 
and relieving the atmosphere of all im ­ 
purities. There is not a dark room in 
the building, nor has a single precaution 
been neglected to insure a 
IUOM HYGIENIC REGIME 
there. The star method of ventilation 
has been adopted, with the result of per 
feet air and comfort. 
The lavatories, which have been con­ 
structed according to the latest dictates 
of sanative science, are on every floor 
located immediately under each other, 
to facilitate the plum ber in making re­ 
pairs. 
Fountain pumps for drinking- 
water are on every floor, and there are 
four hose-closets on each story with the 
latest modern im provem ents; so that, 
as the hose íb reeled off, the water will 
accompany au active man, pari passu, 
in seeking the source of combustion. 
In every respect, the broad and well- 
lighted stairways and windows of the 
building, the ample water supply and 
convenience for light and heat (which 
includes a very handsome fireplace in 
each room burning gas), makes the 
Bryson-Bonebrake block the most per­ 
fect uuiiuiuK of the kind in the State. 
Fire escapes also have been arranged on 
a scale of great efficiency. 
To descend to minor conveniences, the 
electric return call-bell system has been 
arranged for every room, and the Cutler 
Manufacturing Company’s patent mail 
chute extends from every story to tbe 
grand entrance. 
This is a convenience 
which cannot be too greatly praised. 


GENERAL DETAILS. 
To return to the facade of the building, 
that portion which abuts on the corner 
of Spring and Second streets is finished 
in the Sespe brown stone and pressed 
brick. A copper roof on the tower and 
bay windows, im parts great stateliness to 
the pediments of tbe edifice. 
The main 
roof is metallic shingle, while th at por­ 
tion of the building which fronts on 
Spring street towards First is finished 
with galvanized iron, constituting a light 
and attractive facade. Throughout the 
whole there is a great deal of terra cotta 
and tile finish, with stained and plate 
glass windows with very happy effects. 
On the first floor there is located the 
bank and four stores. There are four 
rooms under the bank. On the second, 
third and fourth stories there are twenty- 
nine rooms on each, making eighty-seven 
rooms altogether. On the fifth story there 
are thirty rooms. In addition there are 
ten 
rooms 
on 
the 
top 
floor 
with a lodge hall, making 137 apart­ 
ments in all exclusive of lavatories 
and other conveniences. Taken as a 
whole, considering its beauty, solidity 
and manifold general advantages, the 
building is one which reflects infinite 
credit upon the enterprise as well as the 
public spirit of its builders and owners, 
Messrs. Bryson A Bonebrake, as it dees 
also opon its clever architect, Mr. New­ 
som. 
But there are others who deserve 
their meed of mention and to whose 
skill and energy the mighty building up­ 
rose as a monum ent of the progress of 
Los AngeleB. 
The brief accounts of 
those who had to do with the construc­ 
tion of the building will be read with 
abiding interest. 


Mr. 
Joseph «lather Newsom, A r­ 
chitect. 
Mr. Newsom was employed in 1887 to 
superintend and prepare drawings for 
Mr. L. L. Bradbury’s residence. His 
San Francisco reputation having pre­ 
ceded him , he soon found himself very 
busy, and the fine residences and build­ 
ings which he has constructed here in 
Los Angeles, soon placed him at the 
head of his profession. 
The California 
Bank, the Pomona Bank, the Murrieta, 
the Bryson-Bonebrake blocks, are his 
principal buildings. The countless num ­ 
ber of residences, am ongst which are 
those of H. Jevne, L. T. Garnsey, J. 
Loew, J. F . Cosby, J . R. Boal, M. L. 
Wicks, L. L. Bradbury, M. W. Connors, 
E. F. Spence, J. W. Robinson, M. 8. 
Baker, and the number of fine hotels— 
Tbe Glendale, The Burbank, The Sun­ 
set, The Rialto, 
The 
Ontario, The 
Pacoima and The San Fernando. The 
work done by Mr. Newsom is the best 
indorsement of him as an architect 
of high standing. M r. Newsom’s hand­ 
some offices in the Bryson-Bonebrake 
bnilding are numbered 33 and 34 and are 
just by the elevator. 


J . R ebinan, C o ntractor a n d B uilder 
The builder of the Bryson-Bonebrake 
building does not believe in letting the 
grass grow nnder his feet. 
He is a rep­ 
resentative go-ahead business man and 
has been identified with building inter­ 
ests for more than twenty years. 
Mr. 
Rebman came to this city from San 
Francisco some two years ago, and dar­ 
ing his career there superintended the 
construction of some of the finest build­ 
ings in the Western metropolis. 
Nota­ 
ble among these was the Baptist College 
at Highland Park, Oakland. 
Mr. Reb­ 
man was also in the hardware business 
in San Francisco, and for several years 
carried on two extensive establishments 


there. 
W hile the Bryson-Bonebrake 
building is a monumental record of Mr. 
Rebm an’e skill and energy, he has done 
other work in the building line in the 
e 


ist two years which, without th e later 
iumph, 
would 
place him in the 
front rank of 
builders. 
Mr. R eb­ 
man was the contractor and builder 
of the California bank building, that 
handsome edifice whose beauty grows 
upon the beholder dav by day. 
He 
built the palatial residences of Mr. J. 
Loew and Doctor Graves, the fine hotel 
at San Gabriel and the equally elegant 
hotel at North Ontario. 
Mr. Rebm an’a 
energy is tireleBS. 
Besides superintend­ 
ing the 
construction of the Bryson* 
BonebrakE block, which has occupied a 
year, he finds time to look after the in­ 
terests of the Los Angeles Mantel Com­ 
pany, of which he is half owner and 
manager. He is here, there, everywhere, 
as business calls him . 
Now at the great 
building, directing some difficult under­ 
taking; at the wurerooms, filling some 
complicated order, or at the factory per­ 
fecting some new design for a mantel. 
Mr. Rebm an is thorough in all that he 
undertakes and he gave his personal su­ 
pervision to tbe thousand and one details 
in the construction of the noble Bryson- 
B ouebrake building. 


C harlea Toaarll, C o n tractor. 
Perhaps the most rem arkable thing 
connected w ith the erection of the Bry­ 
son-Bonebrake building was the rapidity 
with which it was done. 
Few under­ 
takings of this character have been so 
quickly achieved, for, be it remembered, 
the great edifice was completed and oc­ 
cupied inside of twelve mouths from the 
time the first stone of the super-struc­ 
ture was laid. This brilliant fruition of 
the architect’s plan was due to the 
energy and wise direction of Mr. Charles 
Tos8ell, the contractor for th e stone 
masonry and brick-laying. From the 
indestructible deep foundations cf flinty 
concrete and the massive body of solid 


the traps of the lavatories and sinks are 
the same in principle. 
From basement 
to roof 
every modern 
improvement 
known to the trade, every inventive ap­ 
pliance of value have been effectively 
employed. This trium ph of plumbing is 
the work of Mr. A. Duncan, whose place 
of business is at 209 South Fort street, 
and he is justified in sayint! that the 
plumbing in the Bryson A Bonebrake 
block outranks that of any building in 
Los Angeles. 
Mr. Duucan, since his ad­ 
vent in business here some two years 
atro. has fitted up several noted subur­ 
ban hotels, prominent am one which are 
the Magnolia at North Ontario, the 
Rialto, the San Dimas and the Siiri 
hotel. H e did the work in his depart­ 
ment on Mayor Bryson’s private resi­ 
dence, and the residence of Mr. John 
Bryson Jr. 
The 
plumbing 
of 
Mr. 
.Johnson’s beautiful residence on Hope 
street is also a marked instance of Mr. 
Duncan’s skill. 


■leaver A ¡H urray, P lasterers. 
The plastering and stucco work on the 
Bryson-Bonebrake building was executed 
by the well-known firm of Beaver A 
Murray, plain and ornam ental plaster­ 
ers. 
The work is of the best description 
of three-coat work, the walls and ceil- 
iugs hard-finished and highly polished. 
The magnitude of the building and the 
plaster work done may be shown by the 
fact that there is over 35,000 yards of 
walls and ceilings. 
In the officeB and in 
the hallways of the ground floor there 
are run on the ceilings and walls hand­ 
some stucco cornices of the latest design, 
the ceilings being paneled in sections 
with beautifully enriched center pieces 
in the different panels. 
The whole 
bnilding has handsome center pieces in 
every room and hallway. 
In addition to 
the plaster work, Messrs. Beaver A 
Murray laid and set all of the tile floors 
in the bank, offices, hallw ays and vesti­ 
bules ; they also laid and set all of the 
mantles,tile hearths and facingB through-

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granite that supports the massive pillars 
and arch of the grand entrance, to the 
last brick of the topmost wall, Mr. Tos- 
sell directed every foot of progress with 
watchful skill and tireless purpose. The 
noblest building in the Angel city was 
to 
be 
erected 
and 
it 
was 
to 
be done quickly. 
But the best workmen 
under the sun could not have encom­ 
passed this result—even under the most 
skillful direction, without the best of m a­ 
terials. 
The selection of such materials 
was a m atter of vast import. 
Its mag­ 
nitude m ay be conceived from 
the 
amount of one kind of stone needed. 
Over 5,000 cubic feet of brownstone was 
used in the trimmings alone. 
But in 
selecting m aterials Mr. Tosseil took the 
bull by the horns and fam ished his own 
stone and brick. Ia building th e credit 
to the contractor rests chiefly on the 
quality of the brick used, and in this re­ 
spect the Bryson-Bonebrake block stands 
pre-eminent. Outside of the pressed 
m aterial, Mr. Tosseil manufactured all 
of the brick he used, and he made only 
hard 
bricks 
of 
the 
best 
quali­ 
ty. 
The 
granite 
and other stone 
this 
enterprising 
contractor 
also 
furnished for the building as well as the 
pillars which beautify the entrance. 
These are called marble, but are in fact 
a variety of onyx. The rich carvimrs of 
the bases and caps of the pillars, of the 
arches and the facade, were all done un­ 
der his direction. 
. 
Mr. Tosseil is a Angoleños by years of 
residence, and the building described is 
not his only prideful effort. 
He has 
been identified with the construction of 
several notable structures, among which 
are the 
Lankershim block and the 
Times building, but his fame will go 
down to posterity as the bnilder of the 
m ighty walls at Second and 8pring 
streets, which were upreared and roofed 
in a single year.________ 


A* D uucan, Plum ber. 
In a great building, with its micro­ 
cosm of busy workers, its sanitary ar­ 
rangem ents are of vital importance. In 
no departm ent of building in late years 
has more attention been paid than to 
this. The question of health is para­ 
mount. 
However costly and convenient 
the accessories of modern office life, 
they are nil if the work is not well done. 
Faultless workmanship m ust go hand 
in hand with science. In this direction 
sanative inventions of great m erit have 
come to the aid of the mechanic, but 
these are worse than nseless unless in­ 
telligently applied. The plum bing of the 
magnificent monarch of masonry which 
these columns describe, is pronounced 
by 
experts 
to be 
as 
near 
per­ 
fect 
as 
it 
is in

province 
of m an to accomplish. 
Hidden in 
th e massive walls and under the board 
floors and above the snowy ceilings and 
partition walla are more than 30,000 feet 
of iron pipe. 
Nearly six miles of piping 
bringing in an inexhaustible supply of 
pure, fresh water, and the boundless 
supply of gas 
for heating and lighting 
purposes, or carrying away in safety to 
health the 
constantly 
accumulating 
waste and sewage. The extensive and 
intricate network of 
tubing, 
elbowa 
joints, valves and inventive appliances, 
as before stated, is concealed from view 
and its m agnitude cannot be gathered 
even by the countless glistening faucets 
and ornate m arble bowls th at m eet the 
eye at every torn, hor can the perfect 
w orkm anship of the whole be evinced 
save by the perfect working of each jet 
and 
trap. By the 
adm irable 
sys­ 
tem 
employed 
in 
this 
work

People who lack eyes to see w hat is 
before them often charge the press and 
paople of South California with being 
too enthusiastic in their adm iration for 
this section, its clim ate, resources and 
products. 
It is always well to learn 
what disinterested people think of this 
c m ntry, 
and, when the cpinions of 
strangers entirely coincide with those of 
dwellers in the land, to tell w hat visitors 
think of us, is pleasant. 
There has 
been 
at 
the 
H ollen­ 
beck, for 
some tim e 
past, a party 
of 
tourists 
consisting 
of 
the 
Messrs. D. F . 
Comstock 
and 
Wm 
Delaney w ith their wives. 
Mr. Com­ 
stock is from Big Rapids, Michigan, and 
both gentlem en have large interests in 
the lumber districts of th a t state and of 
W ¡acomia. Mr. Delaney is an argonaut, 
having came to California in the first 
flush of the gold discovery excitement. 
He dug from the hills in a few years a 
moderate fortune and then returned. 
Since then he has made a large fortune 
in busines as also has his companion, 
Mr. Comstock. They 
are now well 
advanced in years and wish to retire 
from business. This is Mr. Comstock’s 
first visit to Los Angeles, but M r. De- 
lany was here about six years ago. Both 
gentlemen are so enamored of this land 
of sunshine that their one rem aining am ­ 
bition is to arrange their business on the 
other side of the Divide and come here 
and settle down in the semi-tropics. 
Having by chance met these gentlemen, 
yesterday a H jcbaxd reporter spent an 
hour or so in conversation with Mr. 
Comstock. 
He finds the views of this 
experienced gentlem an so fully up to the 
moet roseate of those entertained by the 
greatest adm irers of this section, that 
they seem well worth putting on record. 
Ia the course of a brief conversation 
KB. COMSTOCK EXPRESSED THESE OPINIONS : 
My opinion of this section and of this 
city is that for the m atters of Health and 
comfort, as these depend on climate, 
you have the best place in the world. 
Of course, I have not seen all your coast, 
nor have I been here during the summer. 
I take it that w hat I have heard of 
other parts of the State and of your 
summer weather is correct. I have been 
in Europe. 
I am well acquainted with 
the climate of Florida. There are places 
in Europe, in the south and in many 
parts of the north where the climate is 
nearly perfect for parte of the year. 
But 
none of 
them 
compare with yours. 
Yours is good all the year around, and 
it 
is better 
than 
any of them at 
all times. This is of course only the 
opinion of one perBon; but it is confirmed 
by that oi ail wuo visit your city. I 
have met not less than thousands of peo­ 
ple all over the United States who have 
spent more or less time in or abont Los 
Angeles. Their accounts of what they 
saw and experienced is the thing that 
wrought me here. 
They told me I 
would find it much more delightfnl than 
words could express, anil I have found 
it so. 
H ere is where a great many peo­ 
ple of means, old persons •■«adv to retire, 
those who are in poor health, and all 
ages and and classes of people wish to 
come and make their homes. 
We have been here three weeks. Dur­ 
ing that time we h a te been about the 
valley somewhat. 
We have made little 
trips to the sea at Santa Monica, to the 
ranch of Hammel & Danker, out into the 
country towards Wilmington, and other 
places. We have been to fields where 
the grain is nearly up to the hubs of the 
wheels ia February; 
we 
have seen 
strawberries rip'' in the field; the plains 
are all covered with rich grass, and it 
seems strange to see the cattle roaming 
about unhoused and fat in the middle of 
winter. That ranch of Denker’s is a very 
fine one. 
They have a large band of 
fin9 
cattle 
on it. 
And 
I 
never 
fasted sweeter m ilk, better butter or 
more delicious butterm ilk than theirs. 
See what an immense stretch of country 
you have here. 
Mr. Denker’s ranch is 
only a little patch. As good land lies in 
all directions, further than one can see. 
[ saw the largest fields of cabbage there 
my eyes ever fell on. 
You are shipping 
this to the East in large quantities, but 
the tim e will come when you will send 
much more of this and 
of 
other 
vegetables to the East through all the 
winter months. You ought to ship a 
train-load of vegetables a day. They 
would find the best of markets there. 
You have the best dairy country in the 
world, as well as the best vegetable and 
the best iruit country. 
What you want 
now is to break up your big ranches into 
small farm s. That is the beat thing for 
yon to do. 
MORE CAPITAL. 
Another thing you need here is more 
capital. From what 1 see I am persuaded 
that you have here some of the best oil­ 
fields and natural gas deposits in the 
country. 
Your people are partly too 
timid, and they have not the capital to 
develop your 
resources. I see your 
banks are rich, and that they carry very 
heavy lines of deposits. 
This does not 
argue great enterprise on the part of 
your people. So much idle money is not 
what you want. Some of these capitalista 
ought to be able to find better use for 
their money than having it counted up 
and their balances written once a month. 
They ought to get to work with it. 
You 
are im porting butter. 
You need some 
manufactures here. 
The gas, the oil 
and the coal ought to be developed. 
A BEAUTIFUL CITY. 
I am surprised to survey your city. 
You m ust have a very fine lot of archi­ 
tects in Los Angeles. 
You have magnifi­ 
cent 
blocks of 
business 
buildings, 
and 
many 
really 
handsome 
resi­ 
dences. No city in the Union sur­ 
passes you in these respects. 
And 
your architects will have more to do. 
Los Angeles will not stop growing for a 
long 
tim e 
to 
come. 
I am 
told 
that 
six 
years 
ago 
you 
were 
a small 
frontier 
town. 
New you 
are a magnificent city. In five years it 
will be twice as large as it is to-day. You 
think your building m aterial is very 
costly. I do not see that it is. I am 
from a great lum ber region, but clear 
pine 
costs 
us 
four 
to 
bíz cents. 
We use a great deal of hard wood in 
our 
buildings 
that 
coets 
much 
more. 
Your 
redwood 
is 
one 
of 
the 
best 
building 
woods 
1 
ever 
saw. It costs you only 4 cents for the 
best of it, a clear, beautiful wood easily 
worked and taking a fine finish. 
THE CABLE ROAD. 
You are very fortunate in the people 


who have taken hold of your cable road 
system. I Lnow them intimately. They 
are far-seeing, good business men who 
do nothing by halves. 1 knew them in 
Kansas City from the tim e the boom 
became marked there. They made a fine 
system in that place and they will do the 
samo in Los Angeles. Their enterprise 
will draw others here. Other syndicates 
will come from tim e to,’time and eet other 
enterprises on foot here. 
A HOTEL NEEDED. 
Your hotels, so far as they go, are 
good. 
They are well kept, and the pro­ 
prietors are very courteous. 
But you 
need a first-class house. 
There will 
always be a large number of people 
coming here to whom expense is a sec­ 
ondary consideration; w hat they want 
is a luxurious hotel, as good as any in 
th e world. 
They are willing, as well as 
able, to pay for it. 
Your people can 
well afford to put up the best hotel in 
the land. 
U ntil you do that, there are a 
great many tourists, and of the best class, 
who will not come here, or if they do get 
here they will go right away. 
I like 
your clim ate; I think your soil is fine, 
your future is assured, you have good 
streets, but you sadly need a new hotel. 
In a few years the center of the city will 
be down at Sixth street, and the 
big 
hotel will be at the hub. 
SCHOOLS, CHURCHES, SOCIETY. 
Now I want to say something to yon 
that may seem strange. 
I am surprised 
to find the school facilities, the church 
privileges 
and the excellent 
social 
tone of vonr city. 
The 
impression 
exists at the Ea9t that Los Angeles is a 
rough place. 
It is thought that the less 
refined and intelligent side of life comes 
to the surface here. I find this an utter 
injustice. 
I went to your 
churches, 
which I find to be very fine edifices. 
They are the equal of anything you will 
find in any city. The are filled with at­ 
tentive congregations, and the preachers 
are eloquent and earnest. Your schools 
Feem to be maintained in a high degree 
of efficiency. 
The buildings are commo­ 
dious, and well suited to their purposes. 
Besides public schools, I find many 
private schools, colleges and academies 
of all sorts. Iam really surprised. Then 
as to your social status, I find it of the 
highest order. I have been in the city 
three weeks, and in that time I have 
seen bat two drunken men on the streets, 
and they were being taken to the police 
station. 
On all sides are all the signs of 
a high degree of refinement, of intelli­ 
gence, and of an orderly, cultured peo­ 
ple. I t seems to me that your prosperity 
and growth in the future can hardly be 
of a less pronounoed character than it has 
been in the past.

Thhbb was a joint meeting yesterday 
of the Chamber of Commerce, Board of 
Trade, members of the Board of Super­ 
visors and prominent citizens, to consider 
the question of reducing Mr. Meson’s 
enormous assessment of Loe Angeles 
county. This assessment was founded 
npon boom figures; and, compared'with 
the assessment of the city and connty of 
San Francisco, it is ridiculously high. If 
the Golden Gate were assessed upon the 
same standard as Mr. Mason has estab­ 
lished for Los Angeles county the fignres 
would roll up to a billion and a quarter, 
while the actual assessment of that city 
is only $260 ,000,000. Of course the pluto­ 
crats of San Francisco and the other rich 
Bay counties are only too much delighted 
when they see an interior county like 
Los Angeles paying $300,000 or $400,000 
into the State Treasury in excess oK her 
proportion, which is the effect of oar dis­ 
proportionate 
assessment. 
If 
the 
money were kept here the 
matter 
would not be so 
important, but it 
is sent up to Sacramento, and that is the 
last we ever see of it. 
Mr. Mason was 
present at the meeting yesterday, and he 
showed no sign of being affected by the 
common sense appeals of our leading 
citiiens. This was to be expected of a 
man who actually weut to Sacramento 
and fought against the reduction of ten 
per cent the State Board of Equalization 
made in bis extravagant assessment. 
Obstinacy coaid scarcely go to greater 
length than this. 
Mason and hiB con­ 
science, and his determined opposition 
to any measure of justice towards his 
Los Angeles fellow-citizens were all dis­ 
posed of by the fgir and impartial action 
of this State body, which reduced Ma­ 
son’s assessment nearly eleven million 
dollars. That was probably the most re­ 
markable incident in the whole annals 
of taxation—a County Assessor fightiDg 
against the relief a State Board of Equal­ 
ization extended toward his own fellow- 
citizens.

In lo o k in g around amongst the flotsam 
and jetsam following the Democratic 
wreck of last Thursday’s election, the 
imposing form of j Mr. M. Whalen 
emerges as a Democratic member of the 
Board of Education. Our feliow-citizen 
is not a plural, but he is a most deter­ 
mined unit, and proposes to hold down 
his colleagues to the strict line of daty.

jority. On the contrary, the tally-lists 
show that he is elected by a majority of 
aixty-three over his Republican opponent. 


I t is perhaps just as well that the Re­ 
publican majority at the late election was 
eo sweeping. 
There will now be no 
question of divided responsibility. We 
are assured by all the Republican papers 
of this city that we are going to have an 
era of honest and economical municipal 
administration. The H e r a ld , in the in­ 
terest of the people, hopes that this may 
be so. Bat we have generally had occa- 
rion to notice that those people are not 
to be moat trusted who are given to 
vaunting their own honesty. An experi 
enced individual generally takes nwusual 
precaution when he has dealings with 
one of these self-indorsed men of integ­ 
rity, and the citizens of Los Angeles will 
do well to apply the same rule to their 
newly elected servants. There may be 
d o occasion for this extra vigilance, but 
it will not be thrown away. The time to 
laud the new officials for their Roman 
integrity is when their term of office 
draws to a close. The H e r a ld pledges 
itself to join in the chorus, if it shall have 
been deeerved. 


I t seems to us that our fellow-citizens 
«I Santa Ana take a strained and querul­ 
ous view of the anxiety of the great ma­ 
jority of the people of this connty to 
preserve intact a region which, nnder 
the name of Los Angeles, has become 
famous all over the world. 
Our desire 
to hold on to our Southern brethren 
shows one thing very clearly, and that 
is that we have a high appreciation of 
their society.

The presumption is very strong that the 
people of Santa Ana Valley have traded 
with os in the past because they found 
tfieii advantage in doing so.

ereof, will receive the hearty support 
wt this journal. 


T h e robbery of the Southern Paci fic 
train near Pixley, day before yesterday, is 
one of the most sensational things that 
has occurred in California for long years. 
During the last decade, the gay and fes 
tive knights of the road have contented 
themselves with standing 
up stage 
coaches in Lake county and other se­ 
cluded regions, far from the telegraph 
and detective centers. This last opera­ 
tion smacks of the James era in Mis­ 
souri, or rather, it recalls the career of 
Vasquez in this State. 
Fifteen years 
ago stage traveling in Southern Califor­ 
nia was attended with no little risk. At 
any angle of the road a masked man 
with a Springfield rifla was liable to call 
a halt, and immediately thereafter that 
redoubted chieftain and his followers 
would appear and go through the whole 
array, and what they left required no 
special guardianship. Occasionally loss 
cí «¡fe followed on a show of resistance. 
For months the southern portion of the 
State 
was 
practically 
surrendered 
to 
Vasquez 
and 
his 
gang. 
He 
was finally 
captured 
by 
a 
posse 
of Sheriff Rowland’s, amongst whom was 
our townsman, Gen. John M. Baldwin, 
Col. Albert Johnston, a newspaper man 
named Beers, who has lately tamed up 
in this city, and others, at the house of 
Greek George, at the base of the Cahu- 
enga mountains. His trial and execu­ 
tion followed in due time. The reward 
of $3,000, which is offered for the arrest 
of the train robbers, ought to result in 
their arreat. This is the first time a 
train of the Southern Pacific has ever 
been "stood-up” between Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. The robbers were 
mounted, and if they get well into the 
mountains their capture will be a feat of 
difficulty and peril. 


T iie visit of the several legislative 
committees to Los Angeles cannot fail 
to have impressed those gentlemen with 
the claims of this section apon the recog­ 
nition of the State. Southern California 
is painfully handicapped at Sacramento 
Tho population of this section has in­ 
creased five-fold since the apportionment 
based on the census of 1880, and we are 
practically not represented at all. This 
was perhaps unavoidable, but it imposes 
on the northern and central counties an 
obligation to treat us fairly. The glaring 
inequality in the representation of Cali­ 
fornia could be remedied, to some extent 
at least, by providing for a State census 
to be taken every five years, and falling 
so that it would be intercalary to the 
Federal census. The latter is taken on 
the even decades, and the State enumer­ 
ation could be made to fall midway be­ 
tween them. Thus, the Federal census 
being taken in 1890, the State census 
could be arranged for 1885, and so on. 
Or, if they thought more expedient, the 
State sohool apportionment might be 
made, at designated intervals, the Lob is 
for the legislative assignment. As the 
case Btands now we are practically dis­ 
franchised. 


T h e fact that Dakota has been divided 
into two States is a powerful argument 
for the ultimate creation of a State of 
Sonth California. 
The precedent* for 
such action was set in the creation of the 
8tate of West Virginia. With a coast 
line seven hundred miles long, and with 
as great a diversity of climate and pro­ 
duction as that which exists between 
Sweden or Schleswig-Holstein and the 
Riviera of the Mediterranean, there is 
every argument for such a division, 
especially when the new State would 
probably start off with a population of 
close upon half a million and an assess­ 
ment value which is respectable in 
volume, even when compared with that 
of some of the older States. 
Nothing 
like secession is contempla* ed here. 
When California is divided it will be 
with the assent of a majority of the 
voters of the Commonwealth, or at least 
with the assent of the Legislature of the 
State.

The Warde season eloped in Los An­ 
geles last night as brilliantly as it began 
by the performance of Richard IIÍ., 
which was given to a large and fashion 
ablo audience. At the matinee Gaston 
Cadol, a highly melodramatic and effect­ 
ive play, was rendered in a superb man­ 
ner, both Mr. Warde and Miss Belgrade 
bringing down the house repeatedly. 
Mr. .Warde has selected his repertoire 
with great judgment. The Mountebank, 
as played by him, is a fair companion 
piece to Barrett’s“Lanciotto” in Francesca 
da Rimini. We notice by the San Fran­ 
cisco papers that it is billed for an en­ 
tire week there, and it will undoubtedly 
be a drawing card to the end. It is a 
consummate attraction. 
Gaston Cadol 
also admits cf the development of much 
of Mr. Warde’s sensational genius, and 
affords 
many 
opportunities for the 
fine play of passion of which he is 
master. 
There is a peculiar 
ringing 
manliness 
about 
Warde’a 
person 
and acting 
which 
specially 
adapts 
him for dashing and heroic roles, and in 
commanding and resonant elocution he 
reaches splendid heights. We have 
some reserve in expressing an opinion 
upon this accomplished artist as a Shak- 
spearean reader. Wo have heard him 
but once, and that in the role of King 
Richard, a creation of the poet that out­ 
rages every suggestion of decency and 
probability, and we were not specially 
impressed with his rendition. He can 
scarcely claim to command the subtle 
play of emotion that Booth develops in 
this character, although that is not a 
whit against him. The scene in which 
Gloncebter makes love to Lady Anne Plan- 
taginet never canid happen under the 
circumstances of bereavement and mur­ 
der and Richard’s deformity. Booth, 
however, renders the incongruity some­ 
what less by making up with a sort of 
demoniac beauty, which might w 
tention from a woman. There is a pecu­ 
liar sweetness and majesty in the ca­ 
dences of Shak8peare’s blank verse that 
require the most delicate modulation and 
inflection, and we are not quite sure that 
Mr. Warde is yet entitled to rank with 
such artists as Booth or the late W. E. 
Davenport as a Sbakespearan reader, 
We should much like to hear him in 
Hamlet or some other character ad 
mitting of the natural play of his fine 
features, infused by the 
enthusiasm 
which he can so readily command, be­ 
fore making up our mind as to his status 
as an interpreter of the poet of all time. 
But the Warde season has been preg­ 
nant of pleasure to the discriminating. 
We part from him with regret. He has 
achieved here Borne noble histronic 
triumphs, and to have him with us al­ 
ways would be a perennial pleasure.

Daniels spoke in op­ 
position to the resolution.

soa’s title of president (he said) which 
had been sealed and delivered to him 
was not given to him by the nation or by 
a majority of its people, but by the sov­ 
ereign states which had commissioned 
him as their chief magistrate. State 
rights, he said, had held tbe ladder for 
?5nj. Harrison to ascend tiie presidential 
chair, had given the Senators their pre 
rogatives aud lifted the Republican party 
ou of the Slouch of Despond and over 
the Hill of Difficulty and brought it 
within sight of the goal of its desires. Ho 
had been amaz id when he read Hoar's 
resolution gravely requiring the Senate 
to enter on an inquiry into tho elec­

of 
members

Representatives. 
If 
anything 
more un-American, or more in conflict 
with tho spirit of tho American constitu­ 
tion could have been suggested he wan 
at a loss to conjecture what that thing 
was.

B e rijn , February 23.—Diplomatic and 
Ministerial dinners are now the order of 
the day, and are eagerly discussed as 
affording indications of personal and 
international relations. 
Bismarck yes­ 
terday gavo a uinner to the members of 
the Lower House of the Prussian Diet, 
and during the serving of the coffoe, 
complained of the heavy labora created 
for him by what he termed the “So- 
called colonies.’’ He ascribed tho blame 
for no email portion of his difficulties to 
the action of 
colonial officials who, 
llh 
said, 
frequently 
acted 
without 
the requisite 
knowledge of 
the cir­ 
cumstances and especially did not know 
how to treat the natives. It was impos­ 
sible, the Chancellor said, to allow triv­ 
ial disputes to introduce any discordant 
clement into Germany relations with 
great friendly powers, as the slightest 
disturbance of the harmony prevailing 
between the Imperial Government and 
foreign States might have the most pre­ 
judicial effects upon German commercial 
and business relations. 
Biainarck is 
said to have been greatly annoyed at the 
Consul’s proposal to annex Samoa, and 
the Vossische Zeitung's question os to 
what wonld be thought of a Consul who 
telegraphed a proposal to annex Zurich 
or Luxemburg, is believed to b8 identi­ 
cal with the opinion of the Chancellor. 
In explanatien of the reported order­ 
ing of the German squadron to Samoa, 
the National Zeitung observes that the 
impending punishment of Mataafa will 
have no effect upon Germany’s relation* 
with England and America, the right of 
Germany to intervene in the matter not 
being contested in any quarter. Thfl 
report must be received with reserve. 
The squadron is provisioned for Port 
Said in order, probably, to proceed to 
Eaat Africa or to await developments in 
affairs. It may, at least, be aBsnmed 
that the squadron will only go to Samoa 
in the event of the American govern­ 
ment proving exacting or unreasonable. 
Bismarck’s desire to avoid colonial trou­ 
bles is due in a large measure to the un­ 
certainty of European politics, especially 
those of France. 
The North German Gazette and other 
leading German papers predict tho over­ 
throw of the Tirard Cabinet within a few 
weeks. 
Bismarck’s opinion, that the 
crisis will resalt in the accession to 
power of General Boulanger, is well 
known, and there are few persons who 
do not regard his triumph as a near 
probability. 
The Emperor is far from being free 
from his painful ear-aches. 
The recent 
change in the weather has given him 
much trouble. He is obliged sometimes 
to have recourse to morphia in order to 
obtain a few hours’ sleep. 
He will honor by his presence Count 
von Schellendorff’s farewell dinner as 
Minister of War on the 27th inst. 
The police find the utmost difficulty in 
preventing the entry into the country of 
Socialist literature printed abroad. 
Dur­ 
ing the past week nutrorous domiciliary 
visits have been made to the chiefs of 
the Socialist party, and the searchers 
discovered quantities of pamphlets, etc., 
ready for distribution, intended to influ­ 
ence voters in favor of the Socialist pro­ 
paganda.

T H E TALE TOLD BY A TKAMP. 


C onflicting E stim ates o f th e A m ount 
o f th e Booty Secured by th e 
T h iev es.

D e l a n o , Cal., February 23 .— Coroner 
Buckrass this morniDg held an inquest 
over the body of Charles F. Gabert, the 
young man killed in the train robbery 
near Pixley, last evening. 
H e was a 
native of W est Virginia, aged 20 years, 
and was instantly killed. The testimony 
given by P. T. Holger, engineer, and 
C. J . Elder, fireman, of Tulare, is as fol­ 
lows: 
“ W hen 
leaving 
Pixley 
two 
maeked men boarded the engine, cover­ 
ing us with shot guns, and ordered us to 
pull out and ordered ub to slow down. 
W e were taken back by the robbers to 
the express car and a bomb was thrown 
under the car, the explosion of which 
nearly turned the car over. 
The mes­ 
senger came out when called, and was 
ordered to light the car. One of the rob­ 
bers gutted the car, while the other held 
the fireman, engineer and messenger 
under cover. 
M eanwhile, th e brakemau 
and 
Gabert 
came 
up 
on 
one 
aide of the car, and Bently came 
up on the other 
side to see the 
cause of the delay. 
W ben approach 
ing, one robber rem arked, ‘Stop!’ and 
fired, Gabert receiving the heavy load of 
buckshot 
in 
the head, killing him 
instantly. 
The robber then reached 
under the car at the other parties, when 
B ently was struck by several shots in the 
abdomen and right arm . The robbers 
then marched the three men up on the 
engine and backed away into the dark- 


T u la re , February 23.— A tram p, who 
saw the characters suspected to h ve 
been the train-robbers, states that they 
m et him and another m an near Pixley 
«he previous day. 
H e says: “ They 
askea us where there was a good place to 
get on the train and we told them , and 
then 
asked 
them 
where 
they 
were 
going.

I was only laughed at, but it was not 
loDg till we heard what had happened.” 
A m an who was riding on the “ blind 
baggage said: “ The train commenced to 
slow when we got some distance beyond 
Pixley.

Bangor, Me., February 23 —A wreck 
on the European and North American 
Railroad near Boyd’s station is reported 
here. I t is understood the fireman, en­ 
gineer and postal clerk were killed and 
a num ber of people injured. William 
1). Mudgett, railway postal clerk, John 
Campbell English, mail clerk, an • Harry 
Goodman, fireman, were killed and burn­ 
ed in the wreck. Angelí, engineer, was 
seriously injured. No passengers are 
reported seriously injured up to this 
time.

Mail CfeV^ Caleb Palm er, of Bangor, 
arrived hereon the evening train from 
St. Johns. He was on the mail car in 
the railroad accident and received some 
severe brniser. He tells the story of the 
aeeideDt as follows: 
“ When the train 
reached Boyd’s Mill, the scene of the ac­ 
cident, he was sitting on a table in the 
front of the car. M, C. Mugett, of Dex­ 
ter, 
Chief 
Clerk, 
was 
near 
him , with his feet on the stove, and John 
Campbell, a clerk, was on the table. 
Wben tbe shock came the cars went over 
in a heap, roiling over several times. 
The train consisted of an engine, mail 
car, baggage car, Pullm an, smoker, and 
three passenger cars. The first five left 
the track, but tho other three kept on 
running upon a side-track. Tho mail 
car, baggage car, Pullm un and smoker 
caught lire like a flash, being entirely 
consumed in fifteen minutes. The train 
had been running at full speed, and 
misplaced switch caused the derailment. 
Palmer. Mudgett and Campbell were 
held like a vise by the tim bers of the 
shattered 
car, 
and 
M udgett 
was 
under 
tbe 
stove. Cam pbell’s 
back 
was 
broken. 
The 
dense 
smoke 
from the burning cars and steam from 
the engine boiler hung over the mail 
car. 
All shouted ior help; Mudgetl 
cried to Palm er that be was being burned, 
! and bade him good-bye. 
Palm er thrust 
one arm up through an opening and was 
seen by Conductor Chase, who attem pted 
to pull him out, but was unable to do 
so. Three others joined him , and they 
finally succeeded in removing him in a 
bruised condition. They were unable to 
reach M udgett and Campbell before they 
were burned to - oath. 
Uenrv Goodwin, 
the fireman, was killed, and Julius An­ 
gelí, the engineer, was cut severely, but 
none of the passengers were hurt.

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THE TRAIN ROBBERY. 


Full Particulars 
of 
the 
Hold-Up. 


STATEMENTS OF EY E-W ITN ESSE8 


Scenes on th e T ra in —Jew elry H id­ 
den 
in 
C uspidores—R e­ 
w ard s Offered. 


The sensation of the hour yesterday 
was the daring hold-up of the Los Ange­ 
les express, on Thursday night, 
at 
Pixley, inasm uch as it is the first time 
that any such deed has been attem pted 
on th at section of the road, and also be­ 
cause of the traffic circumstances accom­ 
panying the affair. The meagre details 
of the robbery which could be obtained 
for yesterday’s H xbald proved, iu the 
m ain, to be correct, and were eagerly 
perused by the reading public of the 
city, m any of whom, having friends on 
th e train, went to the depot yesterday 
m orning to m eet the cars, fearing, prob­ 
ably, that there had been more blood­ 
shed than was reported. A H krald man 
was among the many who watched the 
train come steaming into the San Fer­ 
nando street depot, and, as the cars 
came to a standstill, 
he made 
for 
the 
Wells • Fargo 
car 
at 
the 
open door of w hich, with a smile on his 
face, stood Messenger Kelley, who had 
charge of the treasure that was carried 
off by the thieves. 
It was impossible to 
speak at any length to that gentleman, 
however, on account of the crowd of offi­ 
cials that at once surrouuded him , so 
the scribe wended hia way back to the 
Pullm ans, from which the passengers, 
as they alighted, were quickly butto i - 
holed by the curious, anxious to obtain 
the true version of the robbery. Mr. E. 
Potts, a well known resident of Ban 
Francisco, on being 
asked 
by the 
H erald man for the story, readily con­ 
sented, and after comfortable quarters 
had been obtained for the recital, he be­ 
gan as follows: 


h o w r r OCCURRED. 
“ We had stopped for supper at Pixley, 
seventeen miles this side of Tulare, and 
pulled 
out 
again 
at 
about 
7 :50 
r. 
m. 
our southward 
journey, 
the 
train being in 
charge of Conductor 
Jas. Symington. 
W hat I am now going 
to tell you about what occurred I gleaned 
both from personal observation and in­ 
quiry after the affair was over, and I can 
safely say is about as near the truth as 
can be obtained. 
It appears that, as the 
train 
steamed slowly out, two 
men 
jumped on what is known as the “ blind 
baggage,’’ th at is, the end end of the 
express car next to the engine. 
From 
this thev climbed on to the tender over 
the coal, and th e first intimation the 
engineer and fireman had of their pres­ 
ence 
was a command to throw up 
their 
hands 
or 
be shot 
as they 
stood. The 
engineer turned around 
iu Astonishment 
and 
looked right 
into the glittering barrels of two shot 
guns, their 
feelings 
being probably 
best described by ths engineer, Pete 
Bnlger, who said: ‘When I looked into 
the barrels, if there had been another one 
I would have dropped dead.’ 
“ ‘ Do what we tell you and you are 
all right,’ said a voice, and then the 
holders of the weapons crawled into 
loll view and proved to be two masked 
men, which was sufficient indication of 
what was going to happen. 
They told 
th e engineer to pull ahead slowly and 
stop when they told him ; so acting under 
these instructions the train went along, 
and after Pixley was about two miles 
away the explosim of a torpedo on the 
track was heard, and ‘Pull up,* said one 
of the masked men. As the cars stopped 
three 
more 
maskers, carrying shot­ 
guns, appeared 
out 
of 
the dark­ 
ness 
and 
joined 
their 
friends 
on the engine, who commanded the 
engineer and fireman to alight. They 
then proceeded to the door of the ex 
press car, and told the engineer to order 
Wells-Fargo’s messenger to come our, 
but as the request met with bo result, 
they exploded a small dvDamite bomb 
against the door, shattering it and re­ 
vealing its inm ate. 
He had put the 
lights out, and they ordered him to tarn 
them up again, and then, after takiughis 
keys away, they marched him , the en­ 
gineer and the firemen to the head of the 
engine, and two of the gang stood guard 
over them while the other three re­ 
turned to the opened car. 
The plan of 
the robbery was as follows: One of the 
men jumped iDto the car and raasacke i 
it, while the oth.^r two stood, one on each 
side of the train, with their shotgun.- 
pointed towards the cars, so as to pre 
vent 
any 
attack 
on 
the 
part of 
the 
passengers. 
This 
precaution 
proved 
to 
be 
a 
well-timed 
one 
for them , for a brakemen with lantern 
swinging came running aloDg to see why 
the train had stopped, no notice having 
been taken of the explosion of the 
bombs, as it was thought that they were 
being let off by resid en t of the place in 
honor of Washington’s birthday. 
A ehor 
fired over his head soon apprised him «if 
what was going on, however, and a few 
seconds later, E. S. Bentley, deputy con 
stable of Delano, who was on the train, 
joined him , and the two ran on to wh^re 
the robbers were standing. Then came 
an explosion, and Bently, wailing ‘la m 
shot! I am shot!’ reeled back against 
the cars, his cry being heard by the 
passengers, and arousing all to a sense 
of their danger. 
The brakeman, wh<«e 
name is Anson, did not stop when hie 
companion fell, but picked u p a large 
rock and burled it at the robber, who in 
return threw what is supposed to have 
been another dynamite bomb, f»r it 
knocked Anson to the grouud, though 
without injuring him .’’ 
A MAN SHOT DEAD. 
“ On the other side of the train another 
tragedy was being enacted, for a young 
German passenger named Charles Ga- 
bert had made his way to the front end 
«of the train to see what was going on. 
‘W hat are you doing here?’ said the 
mufced guard, as he caught sight < f 
Gabert, and as he spoke he fired, the 
load of buckshot going into the young 
G erm an’s head aod neck, killing him 
instantly. 
By this time all of the booty 
had been obtained and, ordering the en­ 
gineer, fireman and messenger to stand 
-with their faces to the south and to keep 
th a t way for a few minutes, under paiD 
of death, the robbera backed np into the 
darkness, and a few m inutes later the 
sound of horses’ hoofs were beard and all 
danger was over. 


INSIDB TH E PULLMAN. 
“I was inside of Pullman No. 2 when 
th e robbery took place” coutinned Mr 
P otts, “ and, ae I before said, the first in­ 
tim ation th at we had that we were held 
op was the cry of * I am shot’ from poor 
Bently. Then s scene of wild confusion 
occurred. 
The porter ran and locked 
th e doors at both ends of the car and «11 
th e inm ates of the coach proceeded to 
hide their jewelry and valuables in all of 
the out-of-way places they could think 


o*. One gentleman took off his diamond 
ring and placed it in the cuspidore, 
throwing a piece of tobacco in to hide the 
stone, and this seemed to strike the oth 
era as a good idea and the spittoons soon 
became 
reccp acles 
for 
much val­ 
uable 
property. 
One 
gentleman 
taking off his gold watch gave it to the 
bnffet porter and told him to put it un­ 
der the grounds in the coffee-pot. 
“ Don’t you do that, sab” , said the 
Ethiopian. 
“ Dem 
fellers is 
maybe 
a-going to camp out to-night and they’ll 
want pome coffee, and they’ll carry off 
the coffee pot.” 
Arrangements were made so that if 
ths robbers forced their way in they 
would m eet with a hot reception, for 
there happened to be two arm ed men in 
the coach, and one stood by each door 
prepared to fire if the robbers put in au 
appearance. The same tacticB were pur­ 
sued in the other Pullm an, which hap­ 
pened to contain three revolvers, bnt in 
the day-coach, well, it really was most 
amusing. Not being able to lock the 
doors its inmates got scared, and when 
one individual, thinking prudence the 
better part of valor, crawled nnder the 
•eat, they all followed his 
example 
and an eye-witness told m e that when 
they had all secreted themselves in this 
way all that could be seen in a glimpse 
through the car was a forest of feet of all 
sorts and descriptions which were stick­ 
ing up in every direction. 
THE ALARM 8UB8IDH8. 
As soon as the alarm had subsided 
one or two adventurous spirits alighted 
and helped poor Bentley into a car. 
He 
asked for a doctor but there was noDe on 
board. So the cars were backed up to 
Pixley, but here the search for a medica 1 
man also proved iu vain, so we pulled 
out south for Delano, the next town, 
which is 14 miles awav. 
On the way 
past the scene of the robbery we picked 
up G abert’s body, which was lying by 
the eide of the track and as we whizzed 
along 
again 
I 
looked 
at 
my 
watch 
aud 
saw 
that 
the 
whole 
affair had lasted an hour. 
We did what 
we could for Bentley, who was a man of 
fine physique and bore his agonies he­ 
roically, but we found that his right side 
had been completely peppered by the 
buckehot, there being seventeen wounds 
in all, quite a number of which were in 
the abdomen. On arrival at Deliso we 
saw that the whole town had turned out, 
for we had telegraphed the news to them 
from Pixley and told them to be ready 
for the receptioa of Bentley. The poor 
fellow, who, I hear, died twenty minutes 
after we reached the town, was r ood sur­ 
rounded by a host of friends, for it was 
the towu where he resided; aod loud 
and Btrong were the denunciations against 
the perpetrators of the outrage. 
Before 
we left they had organized and started 
out 
A POSSE OF SIXTY MEN, 
And the rum or went around that, as 
they galloped oat on their mission of 
vengeance, they swore that 
if they 
caught 
the 
m urderers 
they would 
never trouble the courts of justice with 
them .” 
Tne telegraph office was literally be­ 
sieged, and the couductor good naturedlv 
held back the train while dispatches 
were being penned in scores. 
Some were 
from wives to their hatbands assuring 
them that they were unharm ed, while 
one or tfko newspaper correspondents 
appeared on the scene and proceeded to 
enlighten the Associated Press on the 
subject. The railroad held the wire, 
however, until its b isiness regarding the 
m atter was done, and then other dis­ 
patches were sent in the order received. 
There is nothing more to tell you beyond 
that the keeper of the hotel at Pixley 
states that during the day he saw five 
well-dressed men about the place am us­ 
ing themselves by shooting jackrabbite, 
and this is the only clue so far. 
“ The scene of the hold-up is twenty 
mile* from the mountains on either eide, 
-o, if there are some good travelers in 
the posse, the line of the m askers’ flight 
can soon be found.” 


MESSENGER KELLEY’S STATEMENT. 
Such was Mr. Potts’ story, am i, thank­ 
ing (.but geutiem an for hia com prehen­ 
sive account of the affair, the Bcrihe 
hunted up Messenger Kelley and ob­ 
tained his version of the robbery. It 
was similar iu detail to that given by 
Mr. Potts, the only additions being Kel­ 
ley’s own movements iu the car. He said : 
'As soon as the train stopped and I 
heard the bomb3 exploding I knew 
what was up, so I turned down the 
ligbtB inm y car and laid down on the 
fioor, gun in hand. 
Soon came the de­ 
mand for me to come out, then the 
dynamite breaking in the door, and as I 
looked out the barrel of a shotgun wae 
puked into my face. 
I turned up the 
lights again as ordered, and then left the 
car according to demands, whereupon 
they told me to call my helper out. I 
told him that I had no assistant, w here­ 
upon one of them climlred into the car 
and the others said: 
‘If thorn's a man 
in there we’ll kill you.’ 
They then 
marched me to the front of the eDgine 
and there I stayed under guard until 
they had finished.” 


THE AMOUNT TAKEN. 
Inquiry at Wells, Fargo & Co’s office 
elicited the statem ent that only about 
$400, a good deal of which was in money 
orders, had been taken, but there is a 
rumor about town th at there were a lot 
of greenbacks on board for the Los An­ 
geles banks. 
During the afternoon the following offi­ 
cial no* fication of the affair was received 
at. the Sou hwrn Pacific offices from San 
Francisco, with instructions to place the 
same in the hands of all Constables, 
Chiefs of Police, and other officers: 


REWARDS OFFERED. 
The Southern P cifie Company’s south­ 
bound passenger train No. 17 adout 8 
o’clock **n the evening of ye-terday, Feb­ 
ruary 221, was boarded at or near Pixley 
•«ration, Tulare County, Cal., by four or 
five men, who compelled the enginemen 
to stop the train at a point about two 
miles south of Pixley, then exploded dyn­ 
am ite under the express car and robbed 
the same. 
They also shot and killed 
Charles G abert and shot and mortally 
wounded E. U. Bentley, both passengers 
on said train. The Southern Pacific 
hereby offers a reward of $1,000 for the 
arrest and conviction ol each of said 
train robbers, and an equal reward ip 
offered by Wells, Fargo A Co.’s express. 
Further particulars can be obtained of 
Mr. G. W. Coddington, Division Superin­ 
tendent Southern Pacific Company, or of 
the undersigned at San Francisco. 
J. A. F il l m o r e, Gen. Supt. 
In addition to these bounties it is un­ 
derstood that Governor W atermau has 
offered a reward of $1,000 for the arrest 
of each offender, so with all these in­ 
ducements held out there will be a hot 
thasH after the fugitives. Detective Will 
Smith, of the 8. P .’s special service, left 
yesterday for 
the 
scene, 
and 
Len 
Harris 
also 
came 
down from San 
Francisco. 
It is the opinion am ong the 
•fficials that the robbers were npvices at 
the business, as they were more ready 
to Bhoot than is usual on such occasions, 
«nd 
furtherm ore, 
Messenger 
Kelly 
affirme that the man who entered his car 
appeared to be about ae scared as anyone
